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FOREWORD 

' I 'HIS BULLETIN on requirements by Slates' and Terri- 
X tones for the certification of school librarians was prepared 
to provide a compilation of current certification regulations for 
school librarians and a summary of practices in formulating 
these regulations. The requirements for each State were ob- 
tained from either the State school library supervisors, or the 
State certification officers. For all States, the statements of 
certification requirements were verified by the school library 
supervisors, or the certification officers. As far as possible, the 
form and text of State certification requirements for school li- 
brarians were retained. Requirements in amount of general edu- . 
cation and professional teacher education were inserted when, 
lacking. Information on quantitative general and professional 
^teacher education requirements, when not included by the States ’ 
in their statements on certification of school librarians,^ ob- 
Uined from A Manual on Certification Requirements for School 
Personnel in the United States , 1957 edition, by W. Earl Arm- 
strong and T. M. Stinnett Dr. Armstrong and Dr.‘Stinnett 

very kindly gave their permission for the use of information in 
the Manual. 

‘Information on genera] State certification requirements in citi- 
zenship, health, age, fees, and courses in government and history 
( United States and State) is summarized in table III. 

A brief bibliography of materials on the subject of State certi- 
fication providing information on ot^er pertinent regulations is 
included in the appendix of this bulletin. Inquiries for more 
detailed information should be addressed to State school library 
supervisors or State q^tification officers. Titles and addresses of 
these officials are also listed in the appendix.

Chapter I 



Interpretation of State Policies in Certification of 
School Librarians 



School Librarians Certificated as Packers 


Certification requirements for school librarians reflect a general in- 
terpretation by State departments of education that school librarians 
are teachers, as well as librarians. Forty-seven States and Hawaii 
require teacher certification as a basis for the ’certification of school 
librarians : 23 States issue a special certificate for school librarians, 
based on teacher certification requirements; 25 States issue a teachers’ 
certificate endorsed for library science as a special subject or applied 
with regional or State standards for the education of school librarians. 
Only .one State and the District of Columbia issue a school librarian’s 
certificate, not based on teacher certification (table I). In general, 
almost all of the States employing one of the two forms of certificates 
for school librarians, based on teacher certification, require as a mini- 
mum a Bachelor’s degree, including a specific number of semester 
hours in professional teacher education which may vary from 10 to 
30 hours and which averages about 18 hours for secondary teachers. 
These semester hours usually include practice teaching, for which, in 
some cases, practice work in school libraries may be substituted. Such 
courses as child and adolescent psychology, elementary and secondary 
curricula, guidance, and teaching methods, are explicitly required, or 
implied as requirements, for school librarians. 

Requirements in library science vary from 4 to 36 semester hours. 
Some States, particularly in certificating elementary school librarians, 
require only general and professional teacher education, and have 
no requirements in library science. There exists greater uniformity in 
the general and professional teacher education requirements th»n in 
the required programs in library science. 
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2 CERTIFICATION OF SCHOOL LIBRARIANS

Requirements in Library Science for State Certification of School 
Librarians 


The great divergence in minimum requirements of Bemester hours of 
library science for the certification of school librarians in States is 
shown in table III. Ten States have a minimum requirement of 
either 4 or 6 semester hours. Twenty-five States have minimum re- 
quirements from 24 to 36 semester hours, although some of these 
States have lower minimal requirements for part-time librarians or 
librarians serving small school?. Thirty-two States (not all exclusive 
of the first two categories) set minimum requirements between 12 
and 21 semester hours, depending upon the type of* certificate issfced, 
the size of school, the amount of time spent in service by the librarian, 
and other factors. (A few States express minimum certification re- 
quirements in library science in terms of “ min or” or “major” without 
indicating the semester hours.) Since the school library profession 
has accepted generally 15 to 18 semester hours of library science as a 
minimum amount for the preparation of school librarians, it is to be 
expected that many States would employ approximately this number 
of semester hours as a minimuhi certification requirement Graduate 
schools of library science require usually from 24 to 36 semester hours 
for a professional degree in librarianship, and it is noteworthy that r 
.25 States have expressed this requirement in certificating school li- 
fbrarians. It is also significant that some States have not adopted the 
standards of the library profession in certificating school librarians. 

Statements of State certification requirements which list required 
courses in library science for school librarians usually specify school 
library administration, books and other materials (including audio- 
visual materials) for children and young people, cataloging and class- 
ification, reference, and practice work in a school library. States 
issuing higher grade certificates to school librarians requiring grad- 
uate workao not normally indicate the course content of graduate 
programs, but they rely on the graduate schools to plan these pro- 
grams for school librarians.

Influence of Regional Accrediting Associations on Certification of 
School Librarians m 


Although most of the State departments of education develop their 
own certification requirements for school librarians, some State de- 
partments adopt, or are influenced by, standards for the education of 
school librarians recommended by regional accrediting associations.

These standards are often used in the accrediting of secondary schools. 
The North Central Association standards for the education of school 
librarians are included in the certification requirements or State 
standards for school library personnel of Arkansas, Colorado, North 
Dakota, and South Dakota, and the pattern for these standards is 
used in the certification requirements of other States. The North 
Central Association standards for the amount of education in li- 
brarianship are formulated in terms of school enrollment : “In schools 
with enrollment of 200 or more pupils, librarians must have a mini- 
mum of 15 semester hours in library science. In schools with less than 
200 enrollment the librarian must present a minimum of 6 semester 
hours, and must continue to make reasonable progress toward the 
standard of 15 semester hours in library science.” The Northwest 
Association of Secondary and Higher Schools also bases its recom- 
mendations for the education of school librarians on enrollment A 
few of the States which employ standards based on enrollment have 
different certification requirements or standards for school librarians 
in accredited and nonaccrealted high schools. 

The more general practice, however, for State departments of edu- 
cation, in certification requirements in library science, is to require 
a minindum program of library science, expressed in terms of specific 
courses, or semester hours, or both, and these requirements apply to 
school librarians in all schools, regardless of enrollment 


Accredited Institutions of Higher Education and Their E^ct on 
Certification of School Librarians 

Thirty-six States include graduation from an “accredited institu- 
tion, or approved institution,” or “approved teacher education cur- 
riculum” in their regulations for certification of school librarians, 
and for most of the remaining States similar requirements are prob- 
ably implied. State departments of education usually accredit institu- 
tions for teacher education within their States or accept the acrredi- 
tation of these institutions by other State, regional, or nati ona l ac- 
crediting agencies. Some States approve programs in teacher edu- 
cation and in special fields. (See Table : “Approved Teacher Educa- 
tion Institutions, Types of Accreditation, and Types of Teacher Pro- 
gnma for Which Approved,” by States, in A Manual on Certifies 
tion Requirements for School Personnel in the United States , by Arm- 
strong and Stinnett, pp. 179-218.) Close relationships between State 
departments of education and accredited institutions within States 
often and, and there relati o ns hi ps make nuasible onn | *ir *<.i w» pimhy 
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for programs of teacher education and education in special areas which 
. fit certification requirements. Often accredited teacher education in- 
stitutions influence certification requirements. Where such coopera- 
tion obtains, certification regulations sometimes are expressed in terms 
of programs of approved institutions. Iowa, for example, in its recent 
t revision of teacher certification, states part of its certification require- 
ments for teachers in terms of standards for programs of teacher edu- 
cation in recognized institutions of higher education in the State. 
This practice extends into certification of school librarians by ref- 
erence to “an accredited Division of Librarianship,” as in Georgia, 
for example. 

Since many States accredit teacher education institutions with their 
own standards, great variation appears in program requirements, 
especially in special areas like library science. National standards for 
undergraduate programs of library education in teacher education 
institutions are currently being prepared by the American Library 
Association for the use of the National Council for Accreditation of 
Teacher Education. These recommendations, when applied, should 
assist in bryiging into greater agreement State requirements for the 
education of school librarians. 

The American Library Association accredits 31 library schools which 
offer graduate programs. Two States, California and Indiana, men- 
tion library schools accredited by the American Library Association 
in their, statements of certification of school librarians. A few other 
States refer to “accredited” library schools but not to the accrediting 
agency. 


Practices Employed by States its Formulating Basic Certificates for 
School Librarians 

* 

1. Certification by School Grade Level: 

Table II shows variation in the school grade levels by which basic 
certificates for school librarians are established by States. Twenty 
States have separate certificates for elementary and secondary school 
, librarians. (Michigan issues a separate certificate for elementary and 
secondary school librarians and may issue both certificates to school 
librarians completing a major in library science.) Twenty-three 
States and Hawaii issue certificates valid for librarians of both ele- 
mentary and secondary schools. Three States and the District of 
Columbia certificate high school librarians only. Alab ama certificates 
librarians for secondary schools, and issues also a certificate Valid for

elementary and secondary schqpl librarians. Illinois issues separate 

* certificates for elementary school librarians, secondary school librar- 
ians, and librarians of both elementary and secondary schools. , 

States, requiring library science courses for elementary and sec- 
ondary school librarians’ separate certificates tend to reqdlfe the same 
number of semester hours of library science for both elementary and' 

• secondary school librarians. Greater variation exists in the number 
of semester hours of professional education courses required of ele- 
mentary and secondary school librarians. The general tendency is to 
require a higher number of semester hours of professional education 
courses for elementary school librarians than for secondary school 
librarians (table IV). 

(It Bhould be noted that in States requiring minimal or no 
courses in library science, fQr the certification of school librarians, 
the term u librarian” should be interpreted as a teacher serving as 
librarian. The teaching certificate required by these States indicates 
a concern that all school personnel providing professional services 
in schools should meet minimum teaching requirements. Because of 
the general shortage of professional school librarians in many States 
having certification requirements in library science, teachers with very 
little or no professional library education are serving as librarians. 

2. Certification by Amount of Service Given by Librarians: • ^ 

Eighths ta tea have different minimum requirements for part time 
anjtfull time librarians. This differentiation is effected through the 
numbers of semester hours of library science required, of a part-time, 
o* a full time, librarian. The part-time librarian is often referred to 
as a “teacher-librarian.” The range of semester hours of library 
science required of part-time, or “teacher-librarians” is from 6 to 18. 
Full time librarians in these States are required to have from 18 to 
80 semester hours of library science (table TV). 

Types af Certificates Issued to School Librarians by States 

T^pee of certificates issued to school librarians by States can be 
clarified generally as follows : 

1* A single certificate with minimmn requirement* which licensee a li- 
brarian to eerve in the schools at the State. (Recognition of additional 
course* or advanced degrees Is left to the Individual school or school 
system, although In some State* additional course* and/or experience 
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In school libraries are required to maintain 'the validity of the certificate. 
For example, California Issues a single cer tifica te ) 

2. A gradation of cehiflcates, beginning with a basic certificate, which 
' *• convertible to higher grade certificates through additional courses, 

experience in schools, or both. (In some States, travel or other educa- 
tional experiences may be submitted as credit toward a higher grade 
certificate. For example, Connecticut issues a gradation of certificates.) 

8. Certificates issued for supervisors' pf school libraries. (Certificates Issued 
for these positions usually require graduate degrees and experience as 
school librarians. Three States issue these certificates. Illinois Issues 
two : Elementary Supervisory Certificate, and All Grade Supervisory Oer- 
tlflcate. Indiana issues one : Supervisor of School Libraries and Teach- 
ing Materials. Louisiana Issues one: Director of Pariah Libraries and 
City Materials Bureaus or Oqnters and Supervisors of School Libraries. 
Mi nn esota requires in Its school library personnel standards that in 
individual schools or In school systems employing more than one librarian, 
the head librarian should have 5 years of preparation, including a degree 
based on 80 semester hours of library science. ) 

4. Certificates which Include In their titles audio-visual service, Instruc- 
tional materials, and material centers. (Florida, Indiana and Louisiana 
Issue this type of certificate. Sixteen States, In listing course require- 
ments in their statements of certification or in their statements of school 
library personnel standards applied with certificates, Include "mater- 
ials,” "audio- visual materials,” "nonbook materials,” or "Instructional 
materials.”) 

Twenty-six States and Hawaii issue a gradation of certificates to 
school librarians. Table V lists the titles of the highest grade cer- 
tificates available to school librarians. (Table 'Undoes not include the 
certificates which are steps from basic certifidatw to highest grade 
certificates, except for Florida, which certificates school librarians at 
both the Master’s and doctoral levels.) In general, States which 
issue a gradation of certificates apply the «umft type of certificates to 
teachers, librarians and other school personnel giving special services. 
The highest grade certificates for school librarians in Illinois, TnHianu 
and Lo uis ia n a are issued for special positions in school library super- 
vision. The certificates issued to school librarians by the remaining 
States in table V do not specify kinds of positions, but recognize 
graduate study and experience of school librarians in service. 

Master’s degrees are specified as minimum requirements for fri ght. 
grade certificates in thirteen of the States listed in table V. Bachelor’s 
degrees plus 24 or 80 hours are required in 6 States. Experience for - > 
highest grade certificates required in 16 States varies from 1 to 5 
years, while 10 of the States require 8 years experience for M gh«wt 
grade certificates. 

In general, whether States issue a single certificate or a gradation 
of certificates, continuing study and experience are usually required * 
either to maintain certificates or to receive certificates of a hi gW 
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grade. Statements by States of requirements for certificates of school 
librarians vary in amount of detail given concerning the maintenance

Recent Revisions oj Certification Requirements JorC School 
Librarians

At least 13 States have revised certification requirements for school 
librarians since 1950, and 4 States (Indiana, Michigan, New Hamp- 
shire and New York) reported that revisions are planned. One State, 
Virginia, revised its requirements for school librarians in the course 
of the preparation of this bulletin. In Virginia, requirements in 
professional education courses were reduced, and requirements in 
semester hours of library science were increased. ” 

In general, States which have revised certification requirements and 
certificates for school librarians tend to increase requirements in 
library education. They also usually certificate librarians for grades 
1-12, and align basic certificates for school librarians with certificates 
in other special areas! In the whole field of certification, State de- 
partments of education are moving toward decreasing the number of 
different certificates, and relying more upon approved programs of 
education in accredited teacher education institutions as bases for cer- 
tification requirements. These trends will probably affect the cer- 
tification of school librarians by a general strengthening and stand- 
ardization of basic requirements.

Certification Requirements for School Librarians by States 

and Territories 

States vary in their use of terms, “semester hours”’ and “quarter 
hours.” As far as possible, terms used by States were retained in 
statements of certification requirements for school librarians in States 
and territories, (Chapter II). To equate semester hours with quarter 
hours, multiply semester hours by one and one-half. 

ALABAMA

The Alabama State Board of Education issues four teacher’s certifi- 
cates to school librarians as follows :

The subjects in which the class B elementary-secondary profes- 
sional certificate may be issued include: Art, industrial arts, music, 
library science, recreation, and physical education.* * 

Class A Elementary-Secondary Professional Certificate: 

A class A elementary-secondary professional certificate may be is- 
sued to a person who has graduated with a master’s degree from a 
standard institution in a curriculum approved for the training of 
teachers and who has met all professional and academic requirements 
for. the class B elementary-secondary professional certificate. 

The subjects in which the class A elementary-secondary profes- 
sional certificate may be issued include: Art, industrial arts, music, 

library science, recreation, and physical education. 1

Class B Secondary Professional Certificate: 

A class B secondary professional certificate may be issued to a per- 
son who presents credentials showing: 

(1) That he has graduated with a bachelor’s degree froW a stand- 
ard institution and has met requirements as prescribed by/the State 
board of education for the training of secondary teachers. (2) That 
he has earned prescribed credits as follows : Education in prescribed 
subjects related to secondary teaching— 24 semester hours, English- 
12 temester hours, social studies 12 semester hours, and science — 12 
semester hours.

(These regulations are from the North Central Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools Policies, Regulations and Criteria for 
the Approval of Secondary Schools 195&-46). 

In secondary schools, librarians must meet the requirements of 
secondary school teachers. The librarian meets the requirements of 
regulation III-A (1) and (2) : 

REGULATION III 
Qualifications of Staff Members: 


A. Instructional Staff 

1. General preparation r ^ 

a. All members of the Instructional staff po ssess a bachelor’s decree 
from an Institution of higher education approved by the North 
Oentral Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools or from an 
institution of equal standing. 

b. Graduates of colleges not recognised by the North Oentral Asso- 
ciation or by any other regional accrediting agency may become 
eligible to teach in a secondary school accredited by the Association 
by being admitted to graduate standing in an institution of higher 
education accredited by the Association or by any other regional 
accrediting agency, and by completing successfully not less than 6 
semester hours of graduate work. This part of the regulation is not 
to apply to graduates of nonaccredited colleges who desire to teach

Librarians in the secondary schools of Arkansas may continue in 
accredited schools if they meet the minimum of 6 or 9 hours in library 
science provided they complete the requirements for 15 semester 
hours by acquiring a minimum of 3 semester hours in library science 
each year. 

The work in library science includes such courses as the following: 
school library organization and administration, cataloging and classi- 
fication, book .selection and acquisition with emphasis on the reading 
and needs of adolescents, reference material, and general bibliography. 

Since the North Central Association has no regulations about li- 
brarians in elementary schools, Arkansas recommends the following 
criteria: 

B. Library Staff 

1. The teacher-librarian is a certified elementary school teacher 
with a good understanding of the school’s philosophy and its educa- 
tion program. 

2. The teacher-librarian has had 6 semester hours of library science 
' (first course in library materials and first course in organization) and

For a license to teach in rural schools or in the elementaiy grades 
of any elementary grade school, Wisconsin requires graduation from 
an accredited “at least 2-year, elementary grade school course.” Be- 
fore a candidate can receive the unlimited or life certificate, a degree 
in elementary education is required. . 

High School 

For a license to teach in high school, Wisconsin requires graduation 
from an accredited 4-year college or university course. 

A candidate is expected to present at least 18 semester hours of 
college credit in education. Included in the 18 semester hours must 
be a course in educational psychology or psychology of learning for 
3 semester hours, a teacher’s or a methods course in the major subject 
for 2 semester hours, and 5 semester hours of practice teaching.
